PROCEDURAL HISTORY

The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the final decision of this matter, subject to the approval of the Medical Examining Board. The
Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the following:

FINDINGS OF FACT

1. William S. Fitterman, D.O., Respondent, date of birth March 30, 1957, is
licensed and currently registered by the Wisconsin Medical Examining Board to practice
medicine and surgery in the state of Wisconsin pursuant to license number 53857, which was
first granted December 18, 2009.

2. Respondent's last address reported to the Department of Regulation and Licensing
is 1016 Palmer Drive, Laramie, WY 82070.



3. On May 24, 2010, the Wyoming Board of Medicine and Respondent entered into a
Consent Decree after Respondent failed to maintain accurate and complete medical records, failed
to timely provide records to patients upon request, and failed to timely respond to the Board's
request for documents. Respondent agreed to abide by and fulfill the following terms and
conditions:

a. Complete at his own expense a continuing medical educational course on record
keeping and documentation and a course on record keeping, documentation and
prescribing of scheduled drugs. Respondent must get pre-approval from the Board
for the courses and submit certification that he successfully completed the two
courses;

b. Obtain written approval from the Board prior to accepting employment in
Wyoming;

c. Reimburse the Board costs of $7,000 to be paid over 24 months;
d. Endure responsibility for all costs associated with this Consent Decree;
e. Undergo probation for a period of five years meeting with the Board annually;
f. Comply in all respects with all applicable laws including, but not limited to, the

Wyoming Medical Practice Act and the Board's Rules and Regulations; and
g. Comply in all respects with this Consent Decree, and agree that any violation will

be grounds for disciplinary action.

4. On June 4, 2010, at its regularly scheduled meeting, the Wyoming Board of
Medicine considered and determined to approve the Consent Decree.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. The Wisconsin Medical Examining Board has jurisdiction over this matter
pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 448.02(3) and authority to enter into this stipulated resolution of this
matter pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 227.44(5).

2. Respondent, by having his practice credential limited by the Wyoming Board of
Medicine, has committed unprofessional conduct as defined by Wis. Admin. Code § Med
10.02(2)(q) and is subject to discipline pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 448.02(3).

ORDER

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the attached Stipulation of the parties is accepted.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the license of William S. Fitterman, D.O., is hereby
LIMITED on the following terms and conditions:

1. Respondent shall comply with all terms of Consent Decree issued by the
Wyoming Board of Medicine.



2. Respondent shall notify the Department of Regulation and Licensing of any
changes to his Wyoming Consent Decree within 10 days of the change.

3. Upon Respondent providing proof sufficient to the Board, or its designee, that he
has successfully complied with all terms and conditions of the Wyoming Consent Decree, the
Board or its designee shall issue an Order removing this limitation of Respondent's license.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that:

4. Respondent shall within 90 days of this Order pay costs of this proceeding in the
amount of ONE HUNDRED FIFTY ($150.00) dollars. Payment shall be made to the Wisconsin
Department of Regulation and Licensing, and mailed to:

5. Violation of any terms of this Order may be construed as conduct imperiling
public health, safety and welfare and may result in a summary suspension of Respondent's
license. The Board in its discretion may in the alternative impose additional conditions and
limitations or other additional discipline for a violation of any of the terms of this Order. In the
event Respondent fails to timely submit payment of the costs as ordered, the Respondent's
license (No. 53857) may, in the discretion of the board or its designee, be SUSPENDED, without
further notice or hearing, until Respondent has complied with payment of the costs.
